The Justice Department, in its 
renewed inquiry into tax scan- 
dals in the Truman Administra- 
tion, has taken files from the 
Washington office occupied by 
John W. Snyder when he was 
Secretary of the Treasury, the

These files pertain to tax cases 
which have come under 
in the investigation. Sothe of the 
‘files which had been in posses- 
sion of Snyder, a former St. 
Louisan, relate to matters that 
arose in the Omaha (Nebr.) and 
St. Louis offices of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. 

Snyder testified at length be- 
fore a federal grand jury at 
Omaha last month, and he is ex- 
pected to appear as a witness 
here before a grand jury looking 
into the tax scandals. The jury 
will resume its inquiry tomorrow. 

In the meantime, nine Justice 
Department representatives are 
scheduled to arrive tomorrow to 
assist in the St. Louis phase of 
the inquiry.

Both the new beach area and 
the airfield had been protected, 
until this week, by a range of 
mountains extending from south- 
west to northeast.

OFFSHORE ISLAND

TAIPEI, Formosa, Sunday, 
Feb. 27 (AP)—The China off- 
shore island war flared up Fri- 
day night and Saturday in For- 
mosa strait where both Com- 
munist and Nationalist reports 
agreed the weight of hostilities 
now has shifted. 

Nationalist Premier O. K. Yui 
told the Legislative Yuan that 
the Matsus and Quemoy, off Red 
China’s Fukien province coast 
facing Formosa, would “in no 
circumstances” be given up with- 
out a fight. He said the United 
States should see it that way. 

A Nationalist Interior Min- 
istry source said a small fleet of 
torpedo “boats and gunboats giv- 
en the Chinese Reds by the Rus- 
sians has moved south from 
Tsingtao toward the port of 
Foochow opposite the Matsus.

RIFT OVER CARDINAL 
IN SPAIN TS REPORTED 


Action by Vatican, Franco to 
Silence Segura Is Cited by 
‘Churchman’s Followers. 


SEVILLA, Spain, Feb. 26 (AP) 

~Action by the Vatican and 
Generalissimo Franco’s govern- 
ment to silence the fiery Car- 
dinal Pedro Segura y Saenz of 
Sevilla has split the Roman 
Catholic church in the Archdio- 
cese into two camps, reliable 
sources said today. 

Bitterness has grown until the 
Cardinal’s followers are hailing 
him as “the Spanish Mindszen- 
ty.” a comparison with the Hun- 
garian cardinal imprisoned by 
the Communists. 

The 74-year-old Segura, dean 
of the Spanish church, has long 
been a thorn in the side of the 
Falangist party and the Franco 
regime because of his pastoral 
attacks on Protestants and his 
militant monarchism. 

In recent months he has at- 
tacked freedom of the press as 
the “most seductive” of modern 
evils and cried for a “grand 
crusade” against Protestants, 
whose propaganda in Spain he 
has compared to a “mortal 
plague spread by means of small 
malignant mosquitos.” He has 
attacked the Falangist constitu- 
tion because it promised “toler- 
ance for diverse beliefs” in pri- 
vate worship. 

More recently, he struck at 
the Franco regime by forbidding 
seminarians in his archdioéese 
to attend the Falangist party's 
youth camps and attacked the 
party’s “neo-pagan cult of 
death.” This was its practice of 
holding mass rallies around a 
big cross in memory of dead 
members. 

Reliable sources gave this ac- 
count of the developments that 
have led to a crisis within the 
archdiocese: 

The Vatican called the arch- 
bishop to Rome last November 
and admonished him. Under an 
accord between the Vatican and 
the Franco government, Dr. Jose 
Maria Bueno y Monreal was ap- 
pointed archbishop-coadjutor, or 
assistant to the archbishop. The 
coadjutor was given all real 
authority in the archdioeese and 
Cardinal Segura was forbidden 
to issue pastoral letters. 

The situation simmered until 
Feb. 18 when Cardinal Segura 
stalked into a religious service 
in the cathedral at the close of 
a church congress. Papal Nuncio 
Iidebrando Antoniutti and the 
coadjutor were present. Mount- 
ing the pulpit, Cardinal Segura 
delivered a violent sermon, again 
attacking Protestants and the 
Spanish government’s toleration 
of them. 


30 TOWNS FLOODED | 
IN AUSTRALIA, 42 
DEAD OR MISSING 


SYDNEY, Australia, Feb. 26 
(AP)—More than 40 persons 
were dead or missing tonight 
in floods in western New South 


Wales. Nearly 40,000 persons 
were homeless in 30 flooded 
towns. 


Officials reported many cen- 
ters threatened with famine and 
disease. Shops, stores and ware- 
houses were flooded. Gas and 
electricity supplies were inter- 
rupted. 

Latest casualty figures listed 
18 dead and 24 missing and 
believed drowned. Hundreds 
were “not accounted for.” 

The army, navy and air force 
co-operated in relief work. Surf- 
boat and helicopter crews 
plucked many persons from 
roofs of their homes and other 
points of refuge. Hundreds of 
small craft were used to ferry 
refugees to safety. One helicop- 
ter picked up 22 persons by 
dangling life lines.

“Sobering as it must be ~to 
consider the fallout threat, many 
millions of our citizens face the 
greater perils of blast and fire,” 
he said. 

Peterson was asked several 
questions by Senator Kefauver 
about co-operation the federal 
Civil Defense Administration 
was receiving from other agen- 
cies of Government, particular- 
ly the AEC and the Department 
of Defense. 

“Co-operation is constantly 
increasing,” Peterson replied. 
“Co-operation between the De- 
partments is the best now than 
it has ever been, and in 
places it is exceedingly good.” 

Peterson did not comment di- 
rectly on reports that the AEC 
had been slow to inform him 
about the seriousness of fall- 
out, learned from the H-bomb 
test explosion at Bikini atoll 
March 1, 1954. However, he did 
disclose that his budget request 
for the fiscal year 1955-56 could 
not take fallout problems into 
account. He said also that fall- 
out information was not yet 
available to be considered in 
a Milwaukee traffic study which 
began about last Sept. 1. 

Peterson said he recognized 
the difficulty of evacuating resi- 
dents of the nation’s large cities, 
but he added: “Any evacuation 
is better than no evacuation.” 

Budget Requests Cut. 

At Kefauver’s request, Peter- 
son submitted budgetary figures 
for the agency since it was es- 
tablished in 1950. Presidential 
requests for the first five fiscal 
years totaled $1,749,000,000. 
Congress cut these down by 85 
ad cent, to a total of $248,000,- 


For the next fiscal year, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower's budget calls 
for $59,300,000 for civil defense.

The committee recognized that 
“serious unemployment and 
business distress” exist in the 
coal industry. As an immediate 
step to relieve some of this, it 
proposed that the railroads vol- 
untarily adjust freight rates or 
that it be done by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission through 
compulsory orders. 

The adjustments should be 
made to remove excessive and 
disproportionate charges im- 
posed to meet the cost of other 
unprofitable services of the rail- 
road industry. 

“Trainload rates should be es- 
tablished to reflect the lower 
costs of such service,” the com- 
mittee said. 

Coal Exports. 

On coal exports, the commit- 
tee said the government should 
“urge foreign governments to 
reduce unreasonab!e discrimina~ 
tory restrictions against imports 
of United States coal.” 

This notice to foreign govern- 
ments should be done when the 
United States is making foreign 
Joans.

It urged the government to 
establish credits through the 
Export-Import Bank to foreign 
banks in nations “where there is 
a reasonable prospect of repay- 
ment so that American coal ex- 
porters can offer more competi- 
tive payment terms to foreign 
customers.”

Senator Estes Kefauver (Dem.), 
Tennessee, chairman of the Sen- 
ate conferees, said he feels sure 
the House will insist on some 
substitute for the allowance. 

Representative Francis Walter’ 
‘Dem.), Pennsylvania, one of the 
House conferees, said the House 

might want to boost the salary 
«to $24,000 if it gives up the al- 
lowance. This would be $1000 
less than the House originally 
voted but $1500 more than the 
Senate favored. The $22,500 fig- 
ure was a compromise. 

Knowland said he does not be- 

lieve the Senate will go beyond 
the $22,500 compromise figure, 
or agree to any substitute for the 
$1250 allowance. 
. “If the bill comes back to the 
‘Senate with the $22,500 provi- 
sion, plus the pay raises for fed- 
eral judges and others, I think 
it would be accepted quickly by 
the Senate ‘and without a roll 
call vote,” Knowland said. 

“If the conferees tamper with

Based on figures of the State 
Tax Commission and the State 
Department of Revenue, compu- 
tations by the Post-Dispatch in- 
dicate the utilities might save 
up to $2,000,000 in taxes in the 
26 counties, including St. Louis 
county, which the tax commis- 
sion has singled out for imme- 
diate rises in the real estate 
assessments.

RETIRED ADM. L, C. PALMER 
DIES; FORMER ST. LOUISAN 


R. Adm. Leigh C. Palmer, 
U.S.N. (Retired), a former St.

Adm. Palmer, 82 years old, 
was appointed to the United 
States Naval Academy in 1892, 
when he lived in Jt.

BEN courtly Walter Franklin George of Georgia movés’down the cen- 
ter aisle of the United States Senate chamber he leaves the impression 
that, he owns the'place, or at least is about to bid on it. 

If George exudes something of a proprietary interest in the meeting 
place of the world’s greatest legislative body, he may be pardoned. For 32 
years and three months as of Washington’s birthday the chamber has periodi- 
cally trembled at the impact of his powerful voice. 


Im that time he has become the undis- 
puted dean of his Democratic colleagues. 
He is credited with being the only man in 
oa Sernzate who can switch votes by mak- 

aspeech. He has collided openly with 
re Presidents within his own party and 
today is openly a favorite of a Republi- 
ean Chief Executive. 

Now, in the twilight of his career, the 
Ti-yer-old Georgian has reached the pin- 
nace. He no longer is regarded as just 
another Senator. He has become an insti- 
tution, taking his place in history along 
with the late Senators William E. Borah 
and Hiram Johnson. In a sense he has 
come the custodian of Senate traditions 
and the Semate’s.way of doing things.

It is no secret that many Democrats 
found the calling for the defense of For- 
mosa and its current tenant, Chiang Kai- 
shek, grossly unpalatable. And while the 
resolution undoubtedly would have passed 
anyway, the opinion here is that George 
alone was responsible for the overwhelm- 
ing assent. George’s vigorous support of 
the resolution was viewed by some as jus- 
tifying claims during the 1954 campaign 
that a Democratic congressional victory 
would help rather than hinder Mr. Eisen- 
hower in foreign policy matters. 


‘President Eisenhower was so elated 
over the vote that he sent George a note 
describing his leadership on the For- 
mosa resolution as “superb” and offer- 
ing his “congratulations and grateful 
thanks.” The following day, Secretary 
of State Dulles personally conducted 
George from his suite at the Mayflower 
Hotel to the White House to take part 
in the signimg ceremonies. It was 
George’s seventy-seventh birthday.

SENATOR WALTER F. GEORGE

A studious and scholarly man, he devoted 
long hours to the history of the Constitu- 
tion and its interpretation, strengthening 
his concept of the rights of the states and 
localities against potentially oppressive 
powers of a central government. 


In 1922, firebranding Senator Tom Wat- 
son of Georgia died and George got the 


} nod from Georgia business and _ util- 


ity interests to run for the vacant seat. 
His views have undergone some startling 
changes since then. 


In a scorching 1922 campaign, George 
roundly denounced the League of Nations 
and all such “foreign entanglements.” He 
criticized the soldier bonus and proposed 
liberalization of immigration laws. The 
Volstead Act, he preached, should have 
stiffer penalties for illicit dealing in spirits. 


4s Four years later, however, in the next 

primary campaign, his enemies attacked 
him for having voted for the World 
Court and, in 1928, after receiving 521% 
national convention votes for the Demo- 
cratic. presidential nomination, he was 
supporting that implaccable foe of pro- 
hibition, Al Smith, for President, and 
was denouncing the Volstead Act as a 
federal invasion “of a domain where it 
has no business to be—the regulation of 
a private citizen’s habits and wishes.” 


In 1932, George opposed the nomination 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt for President, a 
misdeed which Roosevelt never forgot. 
However, after Roosevelt’s election, George 
voted for NRA, AAA, TVA, SEC and So- 
cial Security. He bridled against regula- 
tion of utility holding companies, the New 
Deal housing bill and Roosevelt's plan to 
enlarge or as some put it, to pack, the Su- 
preme Court. He energetically, but with- 
out success, fought the 1936 tax bill which 
included a levy on the undistributed prof- 
its of corporations. 


His opposition to so much New Deal leg- 
islation earned him the hostility of the 
White House and President Roosevelt 
marked him for a political purge. 


The President journeyed to Gaines- 
ville, Ga., in 1938 and with George 
seated behind him on the speaker's plat- 
form he informed the peach state’s citi- 
zens that he wanted George defeated in 
the upcoming primary. When the Presi- 
dent finished, George got up, shook his 
hand, expressed his regrets over the 
President’s position and added: 

“Mr. President, I accept the chal- 
lenge.”

IN THE VOTING, George won, thus be- 
coming the hero of the anti-New Dealers.

In 1949, George found himself at log- 
gerheads with another Democratic Presi- 
dent, Harry S. Truman, over the Presi- 
dent’s plan to raise taxes to cover spend- 
ing contemplated in the “Fair Deal” pro- 
gram and still keep the budget balanced.

Asked if he might quit in 1956 and sup- 
port Herman Talmadge as his successor, 
George replied: 


“I do not know if I can support anybody 
at that time. I am somewhat in the posi- 
tion of an old friend of mine in Savannah 
who said that when he died he wished to 
be carried back to Savannah to be buried 
because every two yeafs they would resur- 
rect him at election time so he could vote. 
I do not know who would be my redeemer 
in such circumstances and, therefore, I do 
not know whom I would vote for.”

$20 U.S. Income Tax Cut 
Measure Shows Political 


Tactics of 


Both Parties 


Democrats Bid for Votes in Proposing Tax Cut—Both 
Parties Hope to Get Credit With Taxpayers to Help 
Them in 1956 Election—Administration No Longer 
Puts Balanced Budget as First Order of Business.

HE bitter controversy between President Eisenhower and Democratic 
House Speaker Rayburn over the proposed $20 a person reduction in 
federal income taxes next year shows up the tricks of partisan politics in 


a clear, understandable pattern. 

On this purely domestic, pocketbook is- | 
sue, leaders of both political parties are 
using the tightest organizational discipline | 
they can exert to get an early advantage | 
for the presidential and congressional elec- 
tions next year. Whether the $20 cut 
is finally approved or rejected does not 
make much difference. The object of each 
side is to get credit with the voters for the 
amount, the type and the timing of a tax 
cut next year. 


The Democratic Speaker won the first 
skirmish when his forces held almost solid 
on a Republican motion to strike the $20 
rider from the Administration bill to con- 
tinue present corporation and .excise tax 
rates for another year. The roll-call vote 
was 210 to 205 and only 16.Democrats, 7 
from Virginia, voted against Rayburn. Five 
Republicans supported the Democratic 
leader. 


Tax legislation almost invariably brings 
out the differences in the social and eco- 
nomic philosophies of the two parties and 
the $20 across-the-board proposal by the 
Democrats reveals these differences in an 
almost exaggerated form. As President 
Eisenhower said at his press conference 
this week “any proposal to reduce taxes 
is, of course popular.” But, he added, the 
Democratic plan would hurt rather than 
benefit those in the lower income brackets 
because it would cause inflation, with low- 
ering of the purchasing —— of the dol- 
lar.

He startled some reporters 
by remarking that he had never specifically 
promised in the campaign to reduce taxes 
but had said ‘he believed it to be a desir- 
able objective. 


Last spring the differences in the Re- 
publican and Democratic approaches to tax 
were clearly marked when President Eisen- 
hower and Treasury Secretary George M. 
Humphrey advocated reductions although 
a balanced budget was not yet in sight. 
The Democrats charged, as Speaker Ray- 
burn and House Majority Leader John W. 
McCormack of Massachusetts are claiming 
now, that the Republicans were favoring 
corporations and upper bracket taxpayers 
at the expense of consumers and those in 
the lower income brackets.

The Way of Reason 


A disarmament conference opened in London 
Friday. It is a measure of the jaded state of 
world opinion that nobody seems to be taking it 
very seriously. 

Yet if men could behave the way reason tells 
them to behave, every one of the five powers 
participating in this London conference would 
be treating it as the first order of world busi- 
ness, an indispensable condition for the survival 
of civilization. All other matters national and 
international would be laid aside until the 
world’s leaders worked out an agreement for en- 
forceable general disarmament. 

Consider the meaning of the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s belated report on the devastating 
character of radioactive fallout from hydrogen 
bombs. Is it not the most wicked kind of self- 
deception to pretend to ourselves, after thus con- 
templating the dreadful power of hydrogen and 
atomic weapons, that a war fought with these 
weapons is a practical, thinkable, feasible instru- 
ment of national policy? 

It is utterly fantastic to think of engaging in 
a war in which hundreds of millions of people 
try to live off the countryside while their cities 
are being destroyed, and then, after waiting 
for the fallout to decay, creep back among the 
blasted craters and the windrows of corpses to 
take up the production of more hydrogen bombs 
od the devastation of more continents.

e can talk all we like about contriving new 
of civil defense, about radar nets and yel- 
alerts, about grandiose plans for urban dis- 
(a peaceful way of accomplishing what 
the war would accomplish), about evacuation 
plans and shelters and fighter interception. But 

all this talk only conceals the basic fact. 
The basic fact is that a war of atomic-hydro- 
gen weapons is inherently irrational, a strata- 
gem of madness. So long as men make any

“pretense to being reasonable beings, nuclear war- 


fare must be ruled out of the range of con- 
sciously willed possibilities. 

Yet it is not ruled out. On the contrary, nu- 
clear warfare is made the keystone of military 
planning—in this country, among our allies, 
among our potential enemies. 

Some Americans, like Elmer Davis, believe 
that the world has already gone beyond the point 
of no return—that nuclear warfare cannot now 
be avoided, that our only hope is to make sure 
that we win it. But the evidence is abundant 
that “victory” in a nuclear war would be almost 
indistinguishable from defeat. We dare not 
accept the counsel of despair which regards such 
a war as inevitable. 

Some Americans believe that the possession 
of nuclear weapons by both sides creates a bal- 
ance which neither side will dare upset. The 
belief has much sound backing. But there is 
always the risk of miscalculation, of the trigger 


’ 
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being pulled by accident. Nuclear stalemate 


would be safe only so long as no one were 
foolhardy enough to break it. We dare not 


stake so much on the hope that all men will 


be uniformly wise and prudent. 

And so there are really only two alternatives 
—either continue the nuclear arms race with all 
{te risks, or find a way to disarm the world. 

‘Within the framework of a national struggle 
for power, of course the arms race must con- 
tinue. When national security rests entirely on 
national strength, and no instruments of enforce- 
able international law have yet been forged, of 
course national armaments must exist. Unilateral 
disarmament would be folly. Disarmament with- 
out international inspection and supervision 
would be folly.

What is needed, however, is some way of 
changing the emphasis—of making disarmament 


the primary object, rather than a remote ideal © 


subordinated to the immediate goal of more and 
bigger weapons. We need to break out of the 
propaganda arena, where each side tries to prove 
that it favors disarmament without actually dis- 
arming, onto a new plane of action. 

Is civilized mankind really incapable of the 
effort it would take to achieve a workable and 
safe disarmament plan? We do not know. We 
only know that an effort of the magnitude re- 
quired has not yet been made. , There has been 
much talk of disarmament, but not enough fac- 
ing up to the truly basic changes in attitude re- 
quired to achieve it. 

All nations would have to be willing to revise 
their military thinking in a drastic and revolu- 


tionary way. All would have to consent to thor-- 


ough-going international inspection and supervi- 
sion. All would have to give up the weapons in 
which they excelled, as well as those in which 
they lagged—disarmament must be general and 
universal. At -every point, national decisions 
would have to be subordinated to international 
agreement. As every major nation’s military 
power would be reduced, the major nations 
would have to rely less upon power and more 


upon persuasion to express their influence. 
. * . 


Yes, it would be an extraordinary task. But no 
more extraordinary than the weapons which cre- 
ate the crisis. Surely the human powers which 
created hydrogen bombs can create means to 
control them—if only they are given the chance, 
and the needed political leadership. 

Why should not that leadership come from 
the United States Government? : 

Why should it not come from President 
Eisenhower? 

Why should not the American people call on 
their Government and their President to make 
a supreme effort to lead the world in the way 
of reason?

The Voter — Still King 

The back-scratching device of “aldermanic 
courtesy” has certainly dealt some severe body 
blows to the cause of progress in St. Louis. For 
example: 

Spot-zoning has spread the spores of municipal 
blight north, south and west to the city limits, 
as service stations, rooming houses, junk yards 
and the like have been permitted to invade 
established neighborhoods. 


Special concessions to local interests—local 
merchants, principally — have prevented the 
Master Traffic Code from being anywhere near 
as effective as it should be. This slows traffic 
and wastes the time and money of everyone who 
must travel, be it by bus or private machine. 

Similarly, as civic leader Sidney R. Baer has 
pointed out, “aldermanic courtesy” has been a 
roadblock to expressway construction in the city. 
St. Louis probably trails the large cities of the 


- nation in expressways, and the aldermen must 


bear a large share of the responsibility. 

What can the voters do about it? Plenty. They 
can insist that each party support: only those 
persons who pledge not to play this sneaky game. 

And where the ward committeeman and com- 
mitteewoman decline to help, the people may 
have to persuade one of their neighbors to file. 
They have until Monday night to act. The indi- 
vidual citizen is still in charge, even if some 
of the politicians have forgotten.

When the Missouri House of Representatives 
on Thursday took up the bill to repeal statutes 
providing for racial segregation in the schools, 
10 members disappeared from the floor and 25 
others were recorded as present but not voting. 
The bill had 74 votes for it and only 8 against, 
but for lack of 5 favorable votes it failed of 
passage. pac 

Legally it does not matter much whether the 
repealer bill is passed or not, since Attorney 
General Dalton has already ruled the segrega- 
tion statutes ynenforceable as a result of the 
United States Supreme Court opinion. 

Still, if the repealer is defeated after having 
been introduced, Missour!’s position on school 
segregation might seem more ambiguous than it 
actually is. The state’s splendid record in start- 
ing the change-over from segregated “schools 
without any serious trouble whatever might be 
blemished. 


So we hope the House has not said the last 
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word. We hope some of those 35 members who 
ducked a vote will remind themselves that this 
is 1955. It is safe to come out of that foxhole, 
we assure them. 


Democrats Did It 
Whatever may be said about other rollcalls in 
Congress this year, there is no question about 
the Democrats’ responsibility for passage of the 
unwise and premature $20-a-person income tax 
cut in the House of Representatives. 


There were two key votes. The first was on 
whether the Democratic-sponsored cut would be 
made a part of the Administration tax bill which 
continues in effect the corporation and excise 
taxes that are about to expire.

Now the tax bill, with the cut as an approved 
part, goes to the Senate where its fate is uncer- 
tain. Since a very similar $20-a-person cut was 
proposed last year by Republican Senator Millikin 


- of Colorado, many Republicans will find them- 


selves on a bit of a spot. Will they support Sen- 
ator Millikin, as of last year, when he was Fi- 
nance Committee chairman, or President Eisen- 
hower, as of now? 


However that turns out, the cut should be 
rejected at this time. The revenue thus saved 
should be applied to cutting down the deficit. 
Under differing conditions the prescription could 
be very different. 
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How It Works Out 


At Salem, Ill, an event is occurring which 
should engage the rapt attention of Washington, 
D.C. That city is doing what the Eisenhower 
Administration says more municipalities with 
public power should be doing. It is relying on a 
privately-owned electric utility company for a 
supply of power. That utility, the Illinois Power 
Co., however, refuses to serve Salem. It says 
that would be serving “a competing utility.” 

A complaint charging Illinois Power with “un- 
lawful discrimination” has been filed by Salem 
with the Illinois Commerce Commission. Clearly, 
if public and co-op power systems are to depend 
on private producers for a supply of power—as 
many already do—it should be public policy to 
require the private producers to respond to the 
limit of their ability. 

The hostility which Dlinois Power.is showing 
has cropped up often in the private power indus- 
try. Accordingly, public and co-op power sys- 
tems have long since learned that the total de- 
pendence on private systems which the Admin- 
istration at Washington is counseling is not or- 
dinary business prudence. May the Administra- 
tion, too, quickly learn this fact of competitive 
life.

ministrators.” 

Such judgments 
have been ques- 
tioned of late. 
Even business men 
who themselves be- 
little colleges often 
sent their sons to 
them, whether -for 
social advantage or 
for other reasons. 
Moreover, since 
Carnegie’s time, there has been some 
shift in business attitudes toward the 
life of the mind. Industry and finance 
have supported not only practical edu- 
cation but liberal arts and research. 


Distrust of New Ideas 


In our time exploitation by dema- 
gogues of popular prejudices against. 
theory and specialized knowl- 
edge seems to have came chiefly from 
those opposing social and economic 
change. Popular distrust of new ideas 
was well illustrated when the Brain 
Trusters were damned as long-haired 
ea who in talking too much, 

ught chaos into economics. 

A few years later, in 1942, anti-New 
Dealers attacked the Library of Con- 
gress. Representative Van Zandt of 
Pennsylvania brushed aside the evi- 
dence of its notable contributions to 
the war effort by declaring that if the 
Library needed to know about the Bur- 
ma theater it could “ask the doughboys 
who will come back from that part of 
the world in a few years.” 

One Congressman in voting against 
another wartime program of the Li- 
brary admitted that he just distrusted 
the scholarly poet who headed the in- 
stitution. In referring to that episode,

Intellectuals Merely People 


The role of the intellectual in demo- 
cratic struggles needs further study. 
It is clear, however, that intellectuals 
as a group do not merit either blame or 
praise on this score—they have not been 
against the people or for the people; 
they have taken many positions, they 
have merely been ple! 

Yet, in suppo humane but un- 
popular movements intellectuals have, 
especially of late, brought disapproval 


of understanding is 
merely a matter for casual ‘historical 
comment, Too much reminds us of the 
serious present situation. It was one 
thing when rank and file merely re- 
garded intellectuals who exerted their 

critical functions as crack- 


increased, that it has become more in- 
tense, and that demagogues are exploit- 
ing it as never before in our history. 
‘The official sanctions given to the at- 
tacks on intellectuals and on the reason- 


prominent 
Catholics as well. Not only the distrust 
of intellectuals but actual interference 
with rational inquiry and fact-finding 
procedures, as in the Bureau of Stand- 
ards case, have deeply troubled schol- 
ars and citizens alike. 

Anti-intellectualism has also evoked 
sustained comment in journals of opin- 
ion at home and abroad. McCarthyism, 
a particularly virulent form of anti- 
intellectualism in the popular sense, has 
become an international issue. And we 
recall the attacks on Adlai Stevenson 
and the scholars and writers who 
worked for him in 1952. Our common 
speech in that year took on as a term 
of opprobrium the curious word egg- 
head—the overtones of meaning ranged 
from scrambled to soft-boiled! 


The ‘Thinker’ vs. the ‘Doer’ 


The memory of the California oath is 
still fresh. So is that attack the staff of 
the Reece committee has lately made 
on the foundations and on a commis- 
sion of our own Historical Association. 

Woodrow Wilson maintained that the 
conflict in America between the man 
who thinks and the man who does is 
inevitable. One must admit that his 
own effort to do both lent a tragic ten- 
sion to his whole work. But in my view 
the total record is impressive. 

Today the intellectual, living in an 
atmosphere of fear and suspicion, is 
tempted, especially if he works in the 
field of humanities or the social sci- 
ences, to seek safety in specialization. 

Intellectuals must surely give more 
thought to popular education, both to 
adult education and to the teaching 
of the young. Something has been pain- 
fully lacking in the education of the 
American people, something above and 
beyond the overemphasis on vocation- 
alism. Americans have not been taught 
to understand what critical thinking is. 

It is important for crusaders to bring 
home to educators the tragic conse- 
quences of assuming that vague ideas, 
indoctrination of moral and political. 
values, or even the discipline of the 


basic school subjects, are sufficient to . 


develop an ability to resist the emotion- 
al appeal of the demagogue. 


Freedoms Must Be Defended 


Most people have the ability to un- 
derstand why it is important, in a dem- 
ocratic and changing society, not to be 
afraid of new ideas. And intellectuals 
need not always talk down. As Theo- 
dore Parker said, the scholar is “to 
think with the sage and saint, but talk 
with common men.” 

In exercising our functions as schol- 
ars we must resist strong pressures and 
face severe tests, for we do not want to 
fail our country in a time of great crisis, 
as the German intellectuals failed 
theigs. Orwell's “1984” no longer seems 
far-fetched fantasy. 

It is not easy publicly to defend the 
chief value to which historical scholar- 
ship, all scholarship, is committed, that 


is, freedom of thought and expression — 


in its widest scope. It needs defense, 
and in that defense we can as historians 
appeal to a tradition that both includes 
and transcends the American past. 
This tradition of intellectual freedom 
has had vitality here not merely because 
of inte t leadership but‘ because, 


when , it has also enlisted 
the support of the American people. 
The intellectual is only “Man Thinking.” 


And he needs tdday to keep before him 

Emerson’s words, “March without the 

people and you march into the night.”

most important seat of high United States policy in the 


world-ranging fields of war and 
Membership. on the council, 
which regularly meets once a 
week, consists of President Eis- 
enhower, Vice President Rich- 
ard M. Nixon, Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, Secretary of 
Defense Charles E. Wilson, For- 
eign Operations Administration 
director Harold E. Stassen and 
Office of Defense Mobilization 
director Arthur S. Flemming. 


Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, head 
of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion; Allen W. Dulles, director 
of the Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy, and Secretary of the Treas- 
ury George M. Humphrey are 
not members but participate in 
the deliberations. Also on hand 
are James S. Lay Jr., NSC exec- 
utive secretary, and usually a 
representative of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. 

Far-Reaching Effect. 

Decisions of the council touch 
everyone. The safety of every 
citizen and, indeed, of millions 
throughout the world, depends 
on the wisdom of its advice. The 
council meets privately; the rec- 
ommendations it makes result 
finally in policies that are the 
President's own. 

It is certain that such matters 
as the “Defend Formosa” mes- 
sage to Congress; whether and 
under what circumstances the 
United States should defend 
Quemoy and Matsu, the Formosa 
strait islands; what the United 
States should do to accomplish 
the arming of West Germany, 
and whether to proceed with the 
testing of the hydrogen super- 
bombs have been argued long and 
thoroughly within the council. 

Despite the vital nature of 
the role the council plays in di- 
recting governmental activities, 
it is doubtful whether one Amer- 
ican in 100 knows the identity 
of its members and officers or 
what they do. Part of this is the 
result of the secrecy in which 
the group must of necessity op- 
erate.

Its function “is to advise 
the President with respect te

“In particular the council is 
responsible for making recom-

Meetings usually are in Wash- 
{ngton, of course, in the cabinet 
room of the White House, but 
guch is Mr. Eisenhower's reli- 
ance on the council that he 
called a meeting in Denver last 
Sept. 12 during his vacation. In 
the immediate background of 
this extra-ordinary session was 
French rejection of tthe Euro- 

an Defense Community treaty, 

e signing of the Southeast Asia 
security pact at Manila, and 
Chinese Communist firing on 
Quemoy. 

This reliance of Mr. Eisen- 
hower on the council is no acci- 
dent. As a professional soldier 
he has been accustomed all his 
life to the military way of doing 
things and the council serves as 
a sort of general staff. With 
the organization of the council 
as a model he set up a system 
for expediting and formalizing 
the work of his cabinet. 

The Cabinet, consisting of 
heads of statutory executive 
agencies, considers mainly na- 
tional and political problems, as 
opposed to the 
scope of the council. The. rise 
of the council under Mr. Eisen- 
hower has been accompanied by 
a decline in the importance of

During the 1952 campaign Mr. 
Eisenhower promised he would 
reorganize the NSC and he has 
effected part of the reorganiza- 
tion.

“I believe that membership in 
the National Security Council 
should not be limited to cabinet 
officers and heads of adminis- 
trative agencies. These men are 
already burdened by the duties 
of their own offices. The Na-

I have suggested in other 
talks that this function may be 
best worked out through a re- 
vitalized and reconstructed Na- 
tional Security Council.” 


Co-ordinating Board. 

As a means of implementing 
these ideas the old psychological 
strategy board was abolished in 
September 1953 and an opera- 
tions co-ordinating board was 
established within the council. 
This board has the mission of 
preparing detailed plans and fol- 
lowing up in the various agen- 
cies to see that they are carried 
out promptly and effectively. 

On the co-ordinating board 
are the Under Secretary of 
State, who acts as chairman; the 
Deputy Secretary of Defense, 
the director of FOA, the direc- 
tor of Central Intelligence and 
a representative of the Presi- 
dent. 

Also operating within the! 
council are a planning board 
which makes policy recom- 
mendations and a 28-member 
permanent sécretariat. The 
board is composed of members 
from the State, Treasury, De- 
fense, Foreign Operations and 
Defense Mobilization agencies at 
the assistant secretary level. 

The Central Intelligence 
Agency is directed by law to re- 
port to the council. The CIA is 
the secret cloak-and-dagger or- 
ganization which receives, cor- 
relates and evaluates intelli- 
gence information from through- 
out the world and which passes 
it on to the council and to ap- 
propriate agencies. 

The CIA in addition “per- 
forms such other functions and 
duties related to intelligence af- 
fecting the national security as 
the National Security Council 
may from time to time direct.” 
Just what this broad directive 
covers must be left largely to 
the imagination. 


somewhat different 
than in President Truman’s ad- 
ministration. From 1947 to 1950 
Sidney W. Souers of St. Louis 
was executive secretary of the 
NSC, a post now held by James 
S. Lay Jr., then Souers’s assist- 
ant. Mr. Eisenhower has topped 
the post of executive secretary 
with that of special assistant to 
the President for national secur- 
ity affairs, a position held by 
Robert Cutler. — 

Although their titles differed 
as sharply as their methods, 
Cutler performs much the same 
function as Souers, that of brief- 
ing the President regularly as 
well as arranging the affairs of 
the NSC. 

Because of personalities, the 
NSC operations under Truman 
were much less formal than at 
present. They were also per- 
haps better understood. Souers 
was affable and approachable, 
within the limits of security he 
often discussed NSC matters 
with reporters whom he could 
trust, It was possible to evaluate 
the man and his effectiveness, 
Cutler is completely inaccess- 
ible. Reporters have no way of 
evaluating him directly, but the 
testimony of his colleagues is 
that, as Mr. Eisenhower's alter 
ego on the council, he is doing 
an expert job. 


Cutler’s Background. 

Cutler, who is 59 years old 
and full of energy, is the main- 
spring behind the mechanical 
workings of the council. A Bos- 
ton lawyer and business man, 
Cutler met Mr. Eisenhower in 
1948 and in 1952 turned up on 
the candidate’s campaign train 
with the title of personal secre- 
tary to Mr. Eisenhower. Actu- 
ally, he turned his hand to all 
sorts of chores, including fur- 
nishing ideas and writing 
speeches. 

His title now, in addition to 
the one cited, is chairman of 
the planning board, but he may 
said in nontechnical lan- 
guage to run the show as far as 
the NSC is concerned. He is 
not a policy-maker; his work

3: Recent changes in the 
Soviet hierarchy reflect internal 
disagreements over policy but 
will not basically alter the prop- 
aganda line of “peaceful co- 
existence.” 


4: The Communist leaders 
are concerned over the Far 
Eastern 


of taking Formosa or surviv-

5: Discords among the Allies— 
such as occurred at eva— 
and domestic political turmoil— 
such as occurs too often in 
France—are likely to smooth 
the path of Communist expan- 
sion more than any planned 
maneuver of the Communists. 

6: The Western program of 
building armed strength, while 
fundamentally the right one, 
should be widened into a more 
flexible and imaginative strategy 
for “competitive co-existence” 
with the Communists in every 
field and on every front. 

7. Communism’s ultimate goal 
remains world domination and 
the Russian leaders are sure 
they will someday achieve it. 

We were aware we were get- 
ting the “red carpet” treatment, 
or rather what we chose to call 
the “whitewall treatment” from 
the tire sides of the gleaming 
Packard-like Zis that was made 
available to us every day. 

We knew we were seeing only 
what the Soviet leaders wanted 
us to see and that no secret 
experiment or unflattering inner 
problem would be exposed con- 
sciously to our prying gaze. 

We recognized that our con- 
centration on the top tier of the 
Communist leadership for inter- 
view purposes would eat up so 
much time and energy that the 
chances of achieving close con- 
tact with the Russian masses 
were correspondingly reduced. 

People Friendly. 


Nevertheless, what we did see 
of the Russian people encour- 
aged us to believe that a strong 
sentiment of friendliness towards 
Americans exists among, them. 

When we were recognized as 
Americans in the streets, the 
theaters, the restaurants and

stores, we were greeted with 
smiles and friendly looks. Ten 
post-war years of anti-American 
propaganda séem to have had 
much less effect on the people 
of Russia than one would expect. 

As for an over-all impression 
of life in the Soviet land as seen 
from two of its main cities— 
Moscow and Leningrad—I would 
say that living conditions in Rus- 
sia are less bad than the West 
generally believes but by no 
means as good as the Russian 
people are led by their govern- 
ment to think they are in rela- 
tion to the outside world. 

Indicative of what little influ- 
ence the people have on the 
government that rules them was 
the apparent lack of popular ex- 
citement over the sensational 
shift in political power that oc- 
curred during our visit. 

Replacement of Georgi Mal- 
enkov by Marshal Nikolai Bul- 
ganin as head of the government 
was an event of far-reaching im- 
portance, It was accompanied 
by policy pronouncements which 
made it clear that the change 
would affect the life of every 
individual in the Soviet Union, 
since it meant less consumer 
goods and greater emphasis on 
the production of heavy industry. 

Such a momentous political 
event would have aroused pub- 
lic controversy and excitement 
in any Western democracy. One 
would have overheard it being 
discussed in the busses, subways 
and restaurants. 

Yet if there was any discus- 
sion of it among the Russian 
people, it was confined to the 
intimacy of inner family circles. 
No one would dare debate the 
right or wrong of it in public. 

As far as any public com- 
ments in Moscow or Lenin- 
grad were concerned, the 
downfall of Malenkov might 
never have occurred. We tried 
to draw

he say. The Western envoys 
likewise told us they had re- 
ceived no reports of any pub- 
lic excitement or agitation 
over the news.

On Saturday, when 
the President is in Washington, 
Cutler takes his records of the 
NSC meeting-to the White House 
for the President's considera- 
tion and signature. If in final 
stages, the recommendations will 
have been considered by all NSC 
members. When signed they be- 
come policy directives of the 
President. They, are top secret, 
of course. 


This schedule is not inflexible 
and depends partly on the con- 
venience of the President. As a 
matter of fact, the makeup of the 
NSC is not as rigid as the law 
would seem to indicate. There 
are several categories of persons 
attending the meetings. In ad- 
ition to the regular members, 
Humphrey is present by stand- 
ing request of the President. 
Allen Dulles is classed as an ad- 
viser, as is the chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff (Adm. 
Arthur W. Radford). Other ad- 
visers are Dodge and Nelson 
Rockefeller, special cold war as- 
sistant to the President. 

Other government officials 
may attend as observers or par- 
ticipant members. Strauss at- 
tends when atomic energy mat- 
ters are under consideration. 
Attorney General Herbert Brow- 
nell may be on hand if legal or 
internal security subjects are to 
be discussed. Val Peterson, head 
of the Civil Defense Administra- 
tion, may be present if his re- 
sponsibilities are likely to be af- 
fected. Budget Director Rowland 
R. Hughes is a regular attendant.

There is no average time for 
consideration of a problem, but 
a typical subject might be 
cussed for about six weeks be- 
fore resolution; others might 


take a good deal longer: some if 
urgent could be worked out in a 
few days. The six-week period 
would include two or three 
weeks for discussion at about 
three planning board meetings: 
two or three weeks to prepare a 
staff study, financial appendix 
and policy draft; and 10 days for 
study and written comment by 
the joint chiefs of staff, Normal- 
ly the council would complete 
action on such a problem in one 
session but could make changes 
or refer the matter back to the 
planning board. 

Ideas for development and 
study may come from almost 
anywhere — from President 
Eisenhower in a council meeting, 
from a briefing by Allen Dulles, 
from Cutler, from a staff mem- 
ber, from a progress report on 
the carrying out of a policy or 
from a paper sent in by a gov- 
ernmental department. 

The first steps in development 
are an oral discussion in the 
planning board or requests to a 
department or departments to 
draft reports. The material is 
formulated into a rough draft, 
which may contain divergent 
views. A good deal of the early 
work is done by assistants to the 
planning board members, who sit 
in the back row while the board 
discussions are under way. The 
assistants work up a heavily doc- 
umented staff study and an ap- 
pendix showing what the costs 
are likely to be. 

From this the board prepares 
a policy statement. If, for ex- 
ample, it deals with United 
States relations with a specific 


. |eountry, it may contain material 


classified under gerieral consid- 
erations, a statement of objec- 
tives, and courses of action that 
may be taken. If the council 
adopts this statement and the 
President approves it, with or 
— change, it becomes for- 


policy. 

After the President has signed 
the statement it is turned over 
to the appropriate agency to be 
put into effect..If more than one 
agency is involved the policy 
goes to the co-ordinating board,

HIS is much the best book 
T yet published on the sub- 

ject of congressional in- 
vestigations. A versatile man, 
the author is an able lawyer 
who has been a government 
executive, a brigadier gen- 
eral, and a Nuernberg prose- 
cutor. What he writes is elab- 
orately documented, yet far 
from pedestrian. Mr. Taylor is 
at various times assertive, eru- 
dite, pugnacious, witty and 
even funny in his airy scorn 
for some of the disreputable 
characters who cross his 
pages. But basically he is seri- 
ous and forceful. 

He is serious because he is 
devoted to both our Constitu- 
tion and to the civilized West- 
ern liberal tradition, and feels 
that both are threatened by 
the “loyalty probes” of recent 


people who committed no 
crime, they have _ restricted 
free speech, and they have 
challenged the power of the 
executive branch to govern.

London Market Influence. 

The.. main market influence 
was the London stock market 
which had been in a decline as 
traders anticipated a rise in the 
Bank of England’s discount rate. 
They didn’t foresee a rise of a 
full point, however, and when 
the rate was boosted from 3% 
per cent to 4% per cent, Lon- 
don' stocks had their widest de- 
cline since the Socialists de- 
feated Winston Churchill in 
1945. New York stocks had a 
psychological reaction to the 
Londoh break and many traders 
anti¢fpated some new credit 
curbs’ ‘here. London rallied on, 
Friday after an oversold condi- 
tion developed in tue previous 
session. 

New York market experts an- 
ticipated no new credit tighten- 
ing H#re at least before corpo- 
rations pay their income taxes 
next me ith.

Break in Commodities. 

Other developments against

Prominent among those report- 
ing declines were carpet and 
textile manufacturers and meat 
packers. 

A continuing climb in busi- 
ness activity during January 
was reported by the commerce 
de nt, which cited home 
building and consumer spending 
as major props of the economy, 
just as they had 
closing months of 1954.

52 500 SEE 

COAST RACE 


MIAMI, Feb. 26 (UP)—Nashua, 


$141,800 Flamingo Stakes before 
a record throng of 37,282 at 
Hialeah. 

Eddie Arcaro had to drive the 
big bay champion all-out to whip 
Montpelier’s Saratoga by a 
length and one-half and then 
survive a foul claim filed by 
Ted Atkinson, who was riding 
Saratoga. 

Fittingly, it was these two fa- 
mous jockeys—each seeking his 
third) Flamingo victory—who 
locked in a slam-bang stretch 
duel for the top purse of $104,- 
600. Atkifson claimed Nashua 
bore out in front of his mount 
during the last sixteenth of a 
mile. In the last few strides, 
Atkinson appeared to take up on 
Saratoga and cut into the rail 
to lose all chance of catching 
Nashua. 

(The Associated Press reported 
that pictures of the race showed 
Nashua drifted. out as they en- 
teréd the long stretch and actu- 
ally brushed Saratoga three 
times from that point to the 
sixteenth pole, halfway to the 
finish.) 

Rokeby Stable’s Cup Man 
finished third six lengths off 
Nashua’s pace and seven lengths 
ahead of Blue Lem in the field 
of 12 3-year-old colts. 

Nashua, which appeared to 
romp playfully in an unimpreés- 
sive tuneup for the Flamingo 
last Monday, was all business 
coming down the long Hialeah 
stretch today under the stinging 
whip of Arcaro. 

Nashua ran the mile and one- 
eighth in 1:49'3-5, one and two- 
fifths seconds off the Flamingo 
record. It was a 7-to-10 favo- 
rite of the big crowd and paid 
$3.40, $2.70 and $2.50 across the 
board. Saratoga returned $3.60 
and $3.40, and Cup Man $4.70. 

Nashua’s victory was the first 
Flamingo win recorded by the 
dean of American trainers, 80- 
year-old Sunny Jim Fitzsim- 
mons, who has won just about 
every stake race in the land. 

The purse brought Nashua’s 
all-time earnings to $302,340. 

Total wagering here was $2.- 
502,545, exceeding the record 
last year of $2,372,027. Hialeah’s 
biggest handle was on Widener 
Day last year-—$2,574,320.

HEN the Cardinals of 
W i055 gather at Al Lang 
Field Tuesday morning to 
open spring training, Eddie 


Stanky will be starting his 
fourth season as manager of 


the Redbirds, with the club - 


still in the process of rebuild- 
ing and with the outlook not 
particularly bright for a sea- 
son of serious contending for 
the pennant. 

Only one department of the 
St. Louis National League club 
stacks up before the first ball 
is thrown as of championship 
caliber. The Giants wouldn't 
listen to a trade of Willie Mays 
for any Cardinal outfielder 
and the Dodgers wouldn't part 
with Duke Snider for any Red- 
bird. But still Starky’s out- 
field squad of Stan Musial, 
Wally Moon and Rip Repulski, 
with young Bill Virdon as the 
No. 4 man and Harry Elliott 
and Joe Frazier for pinch-hit- 
ting, must be considered ade- 
quate. 

When you consider other de+ 
partments, however, you real- 
ize the task that confronts 
Stanky as he strives to im- 
prove a ball club that finished 
a sad sixth last year.

Once Toast of Two Continents, Famous Ballroom 


Dancer, Still Youthful Looking at 61, Finds 


Serenity in Hilltop Farm Cottage in Arkansas.

EUREKA SPRINGS, Ark.,

AST YEAR as Irene Castle 
L Enzinger addressed Christ- 

mas cards to her friends, she 
added the same postscript at the 
bottom of them. It read: 


“I can’t believe I ever danced 
before the Queen.” 


In the happy days before 
World War I, Irene and Vernon 
Castle danced, not only before 
Britain’s Queen but before a 
world of ardent admirers. The 
most famous ballroom dancers 
of all time, the Castles were the 
toast of two continents and the 
object of slavish imitation from 
Vernon’s one-step to Irene’s 
bobbed hair. 


Vernon Castle was killed in 
the war and Irene rarely danced 
after that, but she remained in 
the pubiic eye through three 
subsequent marriages and a vig- 
orous interest in humane treat- 
ment for animals. 

Today, at 61, Irene Castle En- 
zinger feels far removed from 
both her theatrical and her cru- 
Sader career, From a 14-room, 
36-acre estate in ‘Lake Forest, 
Ill., she has moved to a hilltop 
cottage in the Ozarks. In this 
sylvan seclusion she expects to 
spend the rest of her life. And 
she is loving it. 

“Everything about it,” she tells 
you. “Not just my home, but 
the town. There are so many— 
what’s the phrase?—dear hearts 
and gentle people here. When 
you come from a city and are 
used to people storming by you 
with angry faces, it’s wonderful 
to come to.a place where every- 
one smiles and talks to you in 
the grocery store.” 

She expects to return to Chi- 
cago this spring, wind up husi- 
Mess there, and- persuade her 
husband, advertising executive 
George Enzinger, to come back 
with her in time to start spray- 
ing the plum and peach trees on 
the 11 acres surrounding her 
new home. Meanwhile, although 
her son, Bill McLaughlin, lives 
on a 100-acre farm nearby, Mrs. 
Enzinger and pets (five dogs, 
two cats) live alone. Alone, but, 
she points out, definitely not 
lonely. 

“The days fly by and I don’t 
have time to pine or be lonely,” 
she says as she looks through a 
picture window framing hills 
and trees and sky. “A minister 
from Boston is writing a book on 
loneliness. He sent me a letter, 
saying he understood I'd gone 
away to be by myself and would 
I write him about loneliness. I 
told him I thought people must 
be awfully lazy to be lonely. No 
matter how great your loss or 
grief, if you keep busy enough 
you won't dwell on it and you 
won't be lonely.”

OU gather that she is voicing 
Y not a general philosophy but 

the one she has lived by. Loss, 
grief, and an aftermath of ac- 
tivity are things she learned 
about early in her life, following 
the brief, bittersweet story of 
its first chapter. 

The impact of Vernon and 
Irene Castle on modern dancing 
Was so great that it is difficult 
to believe their career lasted 
only three years. They first met 
in 1911 in New Rochelle, N.Y., 
where Irene, the daughter of 
well-to-do Dr. and Mrs. Hubert 
T. Foote, was an 18-year-old 
who had wowed them at local 
benefits (“Father always said I 
was better than the profes- 
sionals”) and had a burning de- 
Sire to go on the stage. 

Apparently there was some 
adventurous spirit in her back- 
ground, too. Her mother was 
one of the first women ever to 
go up in the air—in an exper- 
imental balloon ascent over 
Madison Square Garden. 

Vernon, who was born Vernon 
Blyth in Norwich, England, had 
come to this country, changed 


his name, and gotten a small 
comedy part in a Lew Fields 
revue, The company was staying 
at a New Rochelle boarding 
house When he met Irene. He 
persuaded Fields to give her a 
small part in the show. A few 
months later they were married. 
es. & 

N 1912 they pooled their joint 
| resources of $400 and went to 

Paris where Vernon had .a 
job in a revue. They almost 
starved waiting for it to open 
and when it did, he hated his 
part. In desperation they took 
a job at the Cafe de Paris as 
ballroom dancers. From the 
moment they glided onto the 
floor they were sensationally 
successful. By the time they 
returned to New York they were 
celebrities. 


They opened their own school, 
Castle House, a restaurant, San 
Souci, and bought a country 
home with kennels and polo 
stables. They were the stars of 
a musical, “Watch Your Step,” 
danced in a motion picture, and 
were rumored to be making the 
then fabulous sum of $6000 a 
week. 


“Alexander’s Ragtime Band,” 
“Oceana Roll,” “Everybody's 
Doin’ It,” and the Castles swept 
the country. People danced the 
Castle Walk and Castle Glide, 
wore Castle caps and Castle ties. 
As an indication of their popu- 
larity there was Irene’s bobbed 
hair which she cut, partly be- 
cause her hair pins kept falling 
in customers’ soup as_ she 
danced, partly because she was 
entering a hospital for an oper- 
ation and hated the idea of 
someone else touching her head. 


“At the first no one except - 


my friends saw my bob,” she re- 
calls. “We wore those turbans 
then and not a spear of hair 
showed. I expected to let it grow 
out. But then people persuaded 
me it looked cute so I appeared 
in public without a hat. The 
speed with which short hair took 
over was unbelievable. The first 
week 250 women cut their hair, 
the next week 2500, and after 
that you couldn't count them.” 


Ministers thundered against 
it and editorial writers in-

veighed. She laughingly recalls 
that her favorite line appeared 
in a Hartford (Conn.) paper. It 
read, “Next thing we know 
they'll be wearing pants.” 

War ended these frivolous 
controversies and Castle enlisted 


in the British Royal Flying . 


Corps. Years later in an inter- 
view in St. Louis, Irene recalled 
how he came to St. Louis where 
she was appearing, just before 
he went overseas, and they said 
their tearful farewells on a side 
street near Union Station “one 
cold wet Monday morning.” 


He became a captain, spent 10 
months in Belgium where he 
made 300 flights over German 
lines, and came back in 1918 as 
a U.S. Air Corps instructor. Irene 
left for Benbrook Field, Fort 
Worth, Tex., to join him. The 
day before she arrived, he was 
killed, trying to avoid a collision 
with a student plane. 

She has had several careers 
and several marriages since then. 
Her second husband was Captain 
Robert Treman, from whom she 
was divorced in 1923, her third, 
Major Frederic McLaughlin, cof- 
fee merchant and owner of the 
Chicago Blackhawks hockey team. 
They had two children, Bill, 26, 
and Barbara, 30, the wife of

also helped raise two nieces, 
Jane now Mrs. Stephen Uhle, 
and Elroy, now Mrs. Donald Set- 
ter. The Uhles, who teach danc- 
ing, have four children, and Bar- 
bara has three, so Irene Castle 
Enzinger refers to herself as “a 
grandmother seven times.” 

McLaughlin died in 1944 and 
two years later she married En- 
zinger, former St. Louisan, whose 
brother, Eugene, still lives there. 
Mrs. Enzinger recalls proudly 
that George was a famed child 
soprano in Episcopal church cir- 
cles in St. Louis. She attends 
the Episcopal Church at Eureka 
Springs where her son is a lay 
reader.

-T WAS her son’s interest in 

Eureka Springs, a popular 

summer resort, which first led 
her over the steep ascents and 
hairpin roads of the beautiful 
mountainous countryside to the 
place she calls Destiny Farm. 

“T really think destiny played 
a part in my coming here,” she 
says. “My son and his wife had 
traveled from coast to coast look- 
ing for a ranch to buy when they 
found 100 acres near Eureka 
Springs. The were on their way 
to Texas to continue their search 
when both of them decided at 
the same time, ‘Let’s turn back; 
we'll never find anything we like 
as much.’ 

“I’d been looking, too, because 
I've wanted to get out of Illinois; 
it’s a terrible place for sinus and 
lately I'd been getting arthritis, 
too. So several years ago I took 
a Caribbean tour, to the Virgin 
Islands, Isle of Pines, Cuba, 
Jamaica. 

“I liked the climate but there 
were disadvantages to moving 
to a British possession so far 
away. I'd about given up hopes 
of finding the Garden of Eden.

HE use of television for di- 

rect teaching in the schools 

will be extended and thor- 
oughly studied during the next 
year by Station KETC (Channel 
9), the St. Louis educational sta- 
tion. According 
Storck, the newly appointed di- 
Ffector of KETC, the conclusions 
reached about the effectiveness 
of television in the schoolroom 
could strengthen and facilitate 
the whole educational process. 
Such at least is the hope; and 
one of the most important ef- 
fects of its realization would be 
to offset partly the critical short- 
age of teachers. 

These who are concerned with 
the project, here and elsewhere, 
do not believe, of course, that 
the teacher can ever be sup- 
plahtéd. What they colisider 
possible is that television could 
take over in part the direct ex- 
position of subject matter, as in 
a lecture or demonstration.

To Home | 
By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


ANY a marriage is broken 
up because one of the part- 
ners is too aggressive, too 
demanding, always on the go, 
and never able or willing to 
create a quiet. and ..peaceful 
atmosphere. But the opposite 
type of personality may be even 
a greater menace to the home, 
The problem of the “inert” type 
has not been sufficiently recog- 
nized, says psychologist Roswell 
H. Johnson, Director of Coun- 
seling at the American Institute 
of Family Relations. 

Dr. Johnson is author of the 
Johnson Temperament Analysis 
which measures nine of the 
most important traits of per- 
sonality. “This inert combina- 
tion is extremely serious, [ 
find,” he told me. “The in- 
dividual is very low in activity, 
low in cordiality, and low in ag- 
gressiveness. He or she is a kind 
of dead weight that the partner 
has to drag along. Worse, the 
inert one is dragging her feet. 
She is stubborn and obstinate 
in many cases, A man gets tired 
of trying to move along with 
such a weight around his neck, 
or a wife is worn out with the 
constant struggle to get her hus- 
band to do things, to go places, 
or to carry out his responsibili- 
ties. We have not recognized 
sufficiently the seriousness of 
this inert combination.” 

“Of course, the inert person 
isn't happy either,” I suggested,

“No,” he replied, “such a 
person is likely to be miser- 
able and has a high score on 
depression in our studies. We 
now have given this test to at 
least 25,000 uphappily married 
persons, Those who show this 
syndrome, or combination of 
traits, are often undersexed.

It takes a tremendous amount of work to cre- 
«ate such a Wildlife Management Area as this, 
though the investment is well worth while because 
of the recreational values it affords. Much of the 
swamp is timbered and enough of this had to be 
cleared to create canals and deep-water reservoirs, 
as well as boat-lanes leading back into the shooting 
spots where blinds will be located. The earth re- 
moved by the drag-lines is piled into levees which 
are graded and graveled to create access roads 
throughout the refuge. The deeper water already 
supports a large population of bluegill and crappie 
and these are expected to increase. Walleyed pike 
and largemouth bass have been stocked, so that the 
area will eventually provide excellent fishing.

@ THERE ARE SMALL LAND ISLANDS throughout the 
swamp which already have a heavy population of opossum, 
racoon, bobcat, swamp rabbit and quail; while horned and 
barred oyls, bald eagles and several kinds of hawks are 


numerous. Since none of these can be said to constitute 
harmful predators, they will not be molested. There are 
also a few deer in the Duck Creek Refuge, though the car- 
rying capacity for these will probably not increase because 
of the comparatively small area of dry land.

ERD E. GAST, 40-year-old 
Fs. Louis builder, has set up 

a new business partnership, 
but in this case there will be no 
splitting of profits. The other 
partner—God—is welcome to 
take it all. 


A life-long Lutheran and for 
many years a tither, Gast began 
to feel that giving one-tenth of 
his income to the church wasn’t 
enough. So three years ago he 
decided that the profits of every 
fifth house built by his firm, 
Gast Building & Realty Co., 
would go to the church or to 
“Christ-centered” charities. Still 
he wasn't satisfied that he was 
doing all he could. 


So last year, continuing his 
tithing and his “fifth house” 
program, Gast took a step fur- 
ther. He organized “Building for 
Christ, Inc.,” with its own sep- 
arate books and employes. Not 
a penny of the profits from this 
goes into his pocket. It’s all for 
church and charity. 

The new corporation now is 
building four homes in Briar- 
wood, a Ladue subdivision, and 
soon will start developing a new 
subdivision, Webster Meadows, 
in Webster Groves. 

“I’ve always felt that prayer 
and guidance were all-important 
even in the secular life,” said 
Gast. “In 1948, I seemed to feel 
the need even more keenly and 
from then on I resolved to let 
the Lord be my partner. I felt 
it was necessary to consult Him 
in all things. 

“The Lord had blessed me, 
so 1 started to look around to 
see how I might do something 
tangible with our partnership. 
First I had the idea that the 
profits of every fifth house 
should be given to the Lord, 
but soon the bookkeeping be- 
came difficult, so ! conceived 
the idea of this entirely separate 
organization.”

ORKERS in this organiza- 
W tion are well aware of the 

partnership, for, Gast feels 
so strongly about the need for 
prayer in daily life that fre- 
quently he calls them together 
and conducts a brief devotional 
service. Although the workmen 
represent various religious faiths 
and even though they are not 
compelled in any sense to attend 
the mieetings, none has ever 
stayed away and none has spok- 
en a single word in jest or 
criticism. 

“I just deliver a brief mes- 
sage which I hope. will be of 
help to us all,” Gast said, ‘and 
let it fall where it will.” 

The tall, slender builder, who 
once had dreamed of becoming 
a teacher of the deaf, was in- 
spired to go into his latest ven- 
ture after reading “God Is My 
Landlord,” in which the author, 
Raymond Jeffrey, tells of a 
wheat-planting prograr: which 
started with a few grains and 
developed into a mammoth 
crop as one-tenth of each year's 
yield was set aside for the 
church. Gast decided on the 
name, “Building for Christ,” 
after reading of the “Acres for 
Christ” program which the 
Lutheran Laymen's League has 
promoted in rural areas. 


“There is nothing new or dif- 
ferent about this,” he said. 
“Others can do the same thing. 
This is just a legal way of set- 
ting up another person in busi- 
ness and in this case, that other 

artner is God. It seems to be 
hat the sad failing of many 
Christians is that we take God 
for our partner on Sunday and 
forget to do so the rest of the 
week.” 


Property which was purchased 
by Gast’s own church, Webster 
Groves Lutheran, seemed to 
provide the logical place for his 
new corporation to develop a 
concentrated building program. 

“At our Christmas service a 
year ago,” he said, “I. saw the 
huge crowd and realized that 
within another 10 years our 
property would be totally inade- 
quate. So the church began to 
look for some acreage and found 
15 acres available not far from 


the present school building which 


also serves as the church.

és 'T’S the result of a growing 
[conviction over the years,” 
he said. “It isn’t just a 
sudden thing. And certainly its 
purpose isn't to have the work 
go more smoothly or to create a 
better employer-employe rela- 
tionship, but it seems to me 
those have been the results.” 

It was by coincidence—but 
only after he had prayed for 
guidance—that Gast went into 
the construction business as a 
young man in his early twen- 
ties. A graduate of Roosevelt 
High School and the St. Louis 
University School of Commerce 
and Finance, he had almost com- 
pleted his teacher training 
course at Central Institute for 
the Deaf when his future father- 
in-law, Harry C. Vollmar, sug- 
gested he turn from teaching to 
building. 

“The idea appealed to me so 
I decided to pray over it and 
seek the answer. Then I took 
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three days off from school and 
visited every building project I 
could. At the end of that time, 
it seemed the right decision so 
I quit school and became a 
builder.” 


Even though he had no pre- 


vious experience in the con- 


struction business and no school 


training along that line, he

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learned it so rapidly that six 
months later he struck out on 
his own, doing spot building and 
taking whatever jobs were avail- 
able. 

But then came war-time re- 
strictions and his new career 
was suddenly being threatened. 

“Once again I prayed to know 
what was right to do, and two 


weeks before I had to close the 
business I ran into a man whom 
I had known at Central Insti- 
tute. He was then at Curtiss- 
Wright Corp. and asked me to 
go into the personnel depart- 
ment out there. It gave me a 
lot of valuable experience in 
handling people. 


“In 1946, when restrictions 
had been lifted, I started build- 
ing again and at that time went 
into the development of subdi- 
visions.”

AST’S two corporations have 

constructed houses ranging 

from $15,000 to $65,000. 
Those on the church acreage in 
Webster, to be started soon, will 
be in the $24,000 to $35,000 
class. Although all of Gast’s 
houses are planned individually 
and all are different, he makes 
no effort to differentiate be- 
tween those built for the church 
and the others. Nor does he 
make a point of hand-picking 
tenants or telling them of his 
plan. 

Those who do learn that the 
profits from their particular 
houses are going to the church, 
Gast says, are always delighted 
and one woman exclaimed that 
she knew her home “was blessed 
from the start.” 


Quiet-spoken and modest, but 
with a bright smile that fre- 
quently breaks through his 
solemn countenance, Gast speaks 
of “Building for Christ” with no 
hint of braggadocio or even that 
he is doing anything out of the 
ordinary. 

“Hundreds of thousands of 
people have done this much and 
more,” he said. “The only dif- 
ference is that this is incor- 
porated.” 

Although his business inter- 
ests have widened and grown 
beyond his early dreams, he still 
devotes substantial time to his 
church and family. He is an 
elder and his wife is a Sunday 
school teacher. In addition, he 
is president of the St. Louis 
camp ef The Gideons, the or- 
ganization which places Bibles 
in hotel rooms and also makes 
them available to inmates of 
jails and penitentiaries. 

“I think its important to give 
our time, too,” he said. “We 
can’t pay out so much money to 
the church and feel we have 
done our part.”

The Decline of 


The Star

bia Artists Management has 

addressed a’ brochure to the 
symphony orchestras of the 
United States advising them 
against a further dependence on 
“big name” soloists as a means 
of attracting audiences to con- 
certs. They should place greater 
emphasis on the orchestra itself, 
he says, and the music being 
played rather than on the per- 
sonalities involved in the per- 
formances of music. 

The soundness of this advice 
can hardly be questioned. Great 
music is the reason for being of 
every orchestra in this or any 
country; it is the first and only 
justification for the appeals that 
are periodically made in this and 
other communities for a con- 
tinued support of the orchestra. 
Yet the orchestral managements 
do everything possible to pro- 
mote the soloists as star attrac- 
tions for their concerts. In so 
doing they imply that it is not 
the Beethoven concerto that mat- 
ters, but the man who plays it. 

This addiction to star soloists 
cannot be attributed to ignor- 
ance or philistinism. Every man- 
ager and every board of direc- 
tors would be delighted to keep 
the interest focused on the or- 
chestra and its programs. But 
they are compelled to use the 
big-name soloists because of a 
real fear that they would lose 
their aadiences if they didn’t. 

* * 


BIG NAMES do help to sell 
tickets. Moreover, there is no 
valid artistic objection to the 
use of distinguished soloists pro- 
vided they are regarded as acces- 
sories to the best possible pro- 
grams. Unfortunately the show 
is usually built around the solo- 
ist whenever his reputation jus- 
tifies it; and it is unfortunate 
because what he plays is con- 
sidered a secondary matter. Most 
big-name soloists make little ef- 
fort to keep their repertoires ex- 
tensive and varied or to encour- 
age new composers. The pian- 
ist who has made the most sen- 
sational American career in re- 
cent times started with five 
concertos and gradually nar- 
rowed it down to one. ~- 

All of the foregoing was a 
matter of commonplace knowl- 
edge in musical circles yester- 
day, the day before and 20 years 
ago. Mr. Judson, however, is a 
little late in getting around to 
the subject not because he is 
suddenly disenchanted with the 
star system per se, but because 
-—in his opinion—the supply of 
stars is beginning to run short. 
There are not as many “drawing 
cards” as there used to be, he 
says, and those still possessed of 
that magic power are inclined to 
cut down the number of concerts 
they give for tax reasons. 

* S & 

ORCHESTRAS THEREFORE 
should de-emphasize soloists and 
work out programs that would 
appeal to the public for other 
reasons, Specifically he recom- 
mends the re-shaping of pro- 
grams to include “cycles” each 
devoted to the works of one 
composer or perhaps to one 
style of composition by several 
composers. Grouping composi- 
tions in such a way would in- 
terest not only the season’s sub- 
scriber but would promote addi- 
tional separate sales for each 
cycle. 

First of all it is surprising to 
hear that “drawing cards” are 
now so few in number that or- 
chestras will shortly be held to 
a rationed share of each one’s 
services. There are no more 
Paderewskis, Kreislers and 
Rachmaninoffs to be sure. But 
certainly a supply of talent of 
the first quality sufficient for a 
symphony season of 20 weeks is 
still available; and by talent I 
also mean that they draw well 
enough at the box office to 
“make their fees.” 

Yet Mr. Judson’s advice is 
still sound, though perhaps not 
for the reasons he gives. In 
other words symphony manage- 
ments would do well to be giving 
thought to program ideas that 
would be as attractive to the 
public as big name soloists. It 
would not only be smart “mer- 
chandizing”—to use one of Mr. 
Judson’s favorite words — but 
also might turn out to be artis- 
tically beneficial.

THE “CYCLE” has possi- 
bilities though not the immedi- 
ate possibility of selling out the 
house. A Beethoven cycle given 
by the Los Angeles Orchestra 
earlier this season proved pop- 
ular with the public; but it con- 
tributed nothing toward de-em- 
phasizing the star system. Artur 
Rubinstein was the soloist. 

Something a little more ad- 
venturous than the usual Beetho- 
ven or Brahms series would per- 
mit the use of young artists (at 
less cost) and would also ac- 
quaint the public with new 
phases of the literature. Exam- 
ples: 

(1) A series of three concerts 
devoted to concertos for wind 
instruments that would include 
Haydn’s Trumpet Concerto, Mo- 
zart’s Clarinet Concerto and De- 
bussy’s Saxophone Concerto. 

(2) A series of concerts com- 
posed of concertos for two, three 
and four pianos. 

(3) The performance of all 
seven of the Beethoven instru- 
mental concertos at successive 
concerts by American artists of 
demonstrated ability who, for 
one reason or another are not 
being pushed by the concert 
managers, such.as Muriel Kerr,

HE LONG -USED educational practice of learning- 
by-doing is being applied in a training program 
at seven of St. Louis’ public high schools. Senior 

students planning to enter the field of distribution— 
whether in retail, wholesale or service occupations— 
are offered a course that provides on-the-job as well 
as classroom training. This year 174 students are en- 
rolled in the course, attending school in the mornings, 
working at approved jobs in the afternoons. They 
study other subjects, too, of course. 

Co-operating in the program are a number of local 
merchants who furnish job opportunities for the stu- 
dents. More than 100 “training stations” are included 
at present, ranging from the large downtown depart- 
ment stores to a one-man grocery; many are small 
neighborhood business establishments. Jobs are var- 
ied, from soda fountain work to advertising copy 
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to use in job at a downtown men’s store 
where he helps trim windows, dress display 
busts. Other high schools offering distribu- 
tive education course are Central, Cleve- 
land, McKinley, Soldan-Blewett and Vashon. 


Students aver- 
age about 20 hours a week on the job, and all receive 
the prevailing wage rate. 

A model store unit with $250 worth of merchan- 
dise is set up in each of the distributive education 
classrooms to familiarize students with settings and 
situations they encounter in the business world. The 
merchandise is furnished by co-operating merchants. 
Three days a week group instruction on matters com- 
mon to all jobs in the distribution field is given; on 
the other two days individual instruction is given. 

Superintendent of Instruction Philip J. Hickey said 
the program is doing much to fill a community need 
and should be expanded, but cannot be unless the 
current school tax rate is retained in the March 1] 
election. “If the tax is cut,’ he said, “we may have 
to curtail the program.”

COINS AS KEYS 
TO THE PAST 


Washington University Collection Links 
Events in History Back to 1200 B.C. 


O ARCHEOLOGISTS, coins are of unique value because, 
withstanding well the erosion of time, they are keys to 
ancient cultures. Ancient coins reflect early art develop- 

ment, show extent of commercial activity, cht § history, help 
establish the dates of other discoveries. 

In 1928, a collection of ancient Greek and Roman coins 
was donated to Washington University by the late John M. 
Wulfing, wholesale grocer who made a hobby of archeology. 
He also left funds for further additions. First curator of the 
collection was, until his retirement in 1951, Professor Emeritus 
Thomas S. Duncan, who added to the collection. Currently 
under the direction of Dr. George E. Mylonas, head of the 
Washington University art and archeology department, the 
collection has grown still larger. 

Now numbering approximately 14,000 items and kept in 
a vault of the library of Givens Hall, these coins form one of 
the outstanding collections of ancient Greek and Roman coins 
in the United States. Photographs on this page show exam- 
ples of Greek coins from the collection.

Though her husband is incurably ill, this 


Illinois woman still finds life satisfying

BREESE, ILL. 
Weekdays, if you pass St. Dominic's 
Church in this little town east of St. Louis, 
you'll see a tall, gaunt man hesitatingly 
making his way down the steps. He clut- 
ches at the fold of his overcoat to control 
the palsy-like shaking that afflicts him 
every waking moment, sometimes even 
when he is asleep, and makes him too self- 
conscious to go to Mass on Sunday. 

He is my husband, Arthur. At 56, he 
has been that way most of our married 
life. | have had to take his place as bread- 
winner; I am his nurse, his main corn- 
panion. But | love him even more than | 
did 30 years ago. 

My husband has Parkinson's Discase. 
You don’t read mutch about it; it’s not 
publicized like polio, heart trouble, can- 
cer or TB. No one knows much about its 
cause, and there is no cure. Drugs can 
quiet the shaking and relax the stiffened 
mask of the familiar face. Only love 
makes it bearable. 

But let's go back. Arthur and! met at a 
dance—oh, it must have been in 1922. | 


was Helen Hogan, of St. Louis. (1 still 
have two brothers and a sister there.) | 
had had to quit school at 15 and go to 
work. I was still working, 10 years later, 
when I met Arthur. 

Arthur was one of nine children of a 
tailor here in Breese. He always dressed 
immaculately, and I was proud to go out 
with him. He was handsome and a real 
gentleman—he actually had six suits! 

Too, he was an expert marble cutter; 

at 22 he had been made foreman at the 
St. Louis Marble & Tile Co., and was mak- 
ing $40 a week. He took me to all the 
shows and we had wonderful times to- 
gether. He was always the life of the 
party. That’s what makes it so pitiful, 
now... 
We were married on Thanksgiving Day, 
1924. I quit work and we took a three- 
room flat with a coal furnace and furni- 
ture that was all paid up. 

But soon I began to notice how tired 
Arthur seemed when he came home from 
work. He would fall asleep in a chair right 
after supper, or at the movies. I remem- 
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ber I used to blaze at him, “Say, did I 
marry you just to watch you sleep?” 
Neither of us suspected the truth. 

Two years after our marriage, Arthur 
was examined for a life-insurance policy. 
He didn’t get the policy. The doctor just 
told him to see a “nerve doctor” for a 
tremor in his hand. The specialist gave 
him some pills and told him not to worry. 


A Dangerous Development 


Then the St. Louis Marble & Tile Co. 
closed down and we moved to Tulsa, 
Okla., where Arthur's brother had a mar- 
ble-contracting business. But Arthur got 
worse, not better. Gradually he developed 
palsy of the right arm; then came a spas- 
modic condition of the eyes that only 
sleep and relaxation would relieve. We saw 
doctor after doctor, but to no avail. 

Finally Arthur’s brother was forced to 
tell us that the firm couldn't continue to 
take the risk that an accident might hap- 
pen during one of Arthur’s spells. I don’t 
blame him. Arthur was putting up a ter- 
rible effort to keep working, and I used

to worry that he would be hit by a car 
coming home. I used to plead with him 
to quit work and let me go and get a job. 

One day, in desperation, I went to see 
our priest. Through him, Arthur was ex- 


amined by three specialists. About a week 


later, the priest told us gently that Arthur 
had an incurable disease: sleeping sick- 
ness. 

It was as though the earth had fallen 
out from under us. What could we do? To 
whom could we turn? There were no an- 
swers except the ones that have guided us 
ever since: to trust in God, to go on lov- 
ing each other, to go on. 

Arthur’s mother died about then, so 
we came back here to Breese to live with 
his father. That was in 1933. For about a 
year I did housework in St. Louis; then 
I got the job as night operator in the Breese 
telephone exchange. It paid $30 a month 
to start—but I was with Arthur. 

His father died, and the house became 
ours. We've fixed up the second floor as 
an apartment; that brings in a little money. 
My pay now is $1.07 an hour, but they're 


installing dial phones soon. I hope I'll 
have a little pension then. 

For Arthur's condition has grown 
slowly, steadily worse. We've known for 
a long time that it’s really Parkinson's 
Disease, and we've known that we had 
only one choice: to make the best of it. 

His hands have grown so paralyzed that 
he cannot close them, or do things like 
button his shirt. He cannot speak clearly. 
I have to bathe and shave him, and tie his 
shoes. “I'll bet I could get a job as a bar- 
ber!” I tell him, and Arthur smiles. 

Maybe that’s the thing that has held us 
together best of all: Arthur smiles. Twenty 
years ago I was young, hoping for a bright 
future. Then this happened. I kept ask- 
ing God, “Why to me?” It took time to 
overcome that, but finally I stopped feel- 
ing sorry for myself. My faith helps—but 
above all, Arthur helps. Whenever I get 
low, he gives me that million-dollar smile 
and tells me, “Nell, we've got each other!” 

Each day I get home from work at 6:00 
a.m. and sleep till 8:30. Then I make 
breakfast and dress my husband. While I 
do housework, he reads the morning 
paper; he spreads it on the kitchen table, 
because his hands can’t hold it. Then he 
usually does the shopping for me. Every- 
one in town knows him and enjoys pass- 
ing the time of day with him. When he 
comes back from the store he always has 
the latest gossip. 


Our One Luxury 


After lunch we both nap; later, we read 
or enjoy our one luxury: television. Often 
he helps me with chores around the house, 
though he really shouldn't. That way we 
have companionship; we even have fun! 

After supper I tuck Arthur snug in bed, 
with the radio on so he can hear the 10 
o'clock news. As I'm starting my night's 
work, he’s falling asleep. 

Maybe most people would think we 
have an empty sort of life, but it’s not 
empty to us. You know, Arthur likes to 
tell the story of the man who complained 
that he had no shoes—until he met a man 
who had no feet. We know what we have, 
and we can get along without the rest. &

HOT SPOT IN THE COLD WAR 


Russia has greater experience there—but the U.S. is catching up fast. Here are new facts on the race to arm the ice caps 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 
ACE TO FACE across 5,500,000 square miles of 


ice-choked Arctic Ocean, the U.S. and Russia ° 


are struggling desperately for positions around 
the North Pole. Each side knows that should the cold 
war become hot, its strategic center will be the frigid 
polar region. The reason is simple: the shortest dis- 
tance between Russian and American target Cities, as 
the bomber flies, lies across the top of the world. 

For both sides, the problems are staggering: numb- 
ing, sub-zero temperatures, violent winds, months of 
darkness, icebound supply routes, frozen machinery, 
drifting snow and bottomiess crevasses that swallow up 
whole buildings and the great human problems of 
loneliness and boredom. 

In the past four years, the U.S. has spent $1'2 
billions to build a defense network on its side—a semi- 
circle sweeping from the Aleutian Islands at the Pacific 
end to Iceland on the Atlantic. Russia, according to 
piecemeal intelligence collected by the Pentagon, ts 
arming the entire icy Siberian coast beginning at Mur- 
mansk on the Barents Sea and ending at the great 
Uelen air base, across Bering Strait from Alaska. 

Neither side has had an easy task; but Russia has 
the advantage of four centuries of experience, dating 
back to 1580. Our first practical lessons came in 1941 
~—when, yonically, we built Arctic bases to service 
Icnd-lease planes to Russia. 

Those early attempts had some unhappy results. For 
instance, we didn't understand permafrost—the rock- 
like, permanently frozen ground inside the Arctic 
circle. In winter it is impervious to anything but blast- 
ing. In summer the top 12 to 18 inches melt into a 
gooey mud “till hell won't have it,” as Arctic explorer 
Bernt Balchen told PARADE. 


The Terrors of the ikcecap 


Nor did we understand the terrors of Greenland's 
icecap. The island is a huge basin packed with 8,000 
to 10,000 feet of snow, which each year spills great 
chunks into the sea as icebergs. Temperatures drop to 
75° below and winds rise to 125 mph. The icecap 
heaves and churns, leaving deep crevasses hidden by 
thin, treacherous layers of snow. 

In our first attempts to conquer the Arctic, build- 
ings crumpled, runways buckled and whole sites began 
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to sink slowly into the ice. This meant abandoning the 
tested laws of construction and finding new ones. But 
the Army's Corps of Engineers was equal to the chal- 
lenge. 

They learned, for example, that to prevent heated 
buildings from melting their permafrost foundations, 
they must be insulated and the Arctic ground actually 
“refrigerated” by blowing cold air under the buildings. 
They learned to construct gasoline storage tanks ca- 
pable of withstanding winds up to 150 mph; to anchor 
buildings with concrete blocks, to start gasoline en- 
gines in weather 50° below zero, to spot hidden cre- 
vasses with a sound-echo device, to build runways to 
resist the stresses of the frozen North, to navigate by 
electronics in a land where magnetic compasses are 
useless and all landmarks look alike under the snow. 

An example of our mew techniques is sub-surface 
housing which is built to sink. Tube-like barracks in 
18-foot sections are ballasted like a submarine so that 
they sink on an even keel. Men enter through hatches 
that peek above the surface, like a sub’s conning tower. 

Some of our information has been “borrowed” from 
the Russians, who have conducted hundreds of secret 
experiments in the Far North. Such information is 
difficult to come by, since the Arctic offers near-perfect 
security. But this much now can be revealed: 


They’re Communizing Eskimos 


@ Sovict engineers have built frozen fortifications 
with “ice concrete,” made of sand, gravel, crushed 
rock and water. 

@ They have laid “ice rails” by freezing water in a 
single rut down the center of a road. This makes a 
winter track for special, tractor-drawn sleds with a 
main middle runner and balancing side runners. 

@ They have excavated tunnels in the permafrost, 
providing cheap cold-storage warehouses. 

@ They have completed more than 100 complex 
studies of ice strength, know exactly how thick ice 
must be to support heavy bombers. 

@ A Red medical team studied 426 frostbite cases, 
concluded that the best treatment was amputation of 
the affected part. (U.S. doctors disagree. ) 

@ They are trying to map the bottom of the Arctic, 
presumably for submarine operations. 

@ They have sent “political teams” into the northern 


Siberian wastes to communize the Eskimos. U.S. 
Intelligence got hold of one of the pamphiets used by 
the Red teams. Its pithy title: An Account of the 
Social Organization of Northern Siberian Eskimos— 
A Study to Get the Ethnological Facts into the Frame- 
work of the Marxist Theory on the Evolution of Social 
Relations. The Russian Army is conducting Classes in 
Eskimo languages for officers and enlisted men. 
@ They have carried out engineering studies to see if 
railroads can be set up in the Arctic. 
@ One Red research team found 14 species of mos- 
quitoes near the Arctic Circle. 
@ They have perfected a method for building usable 
airfields on soft snow. They make the landing strips 
as you would make a snowball—by packing it down. 
@ They are working round the clock to find ways to 
jam our warning radar frequencies in the Far North. 

What progress are the Russians making in their 
Arctic buildup? We know precious little about what ts 
going on behind the “ice curtain.” Only a few details 
of the Red's Arctic fortifications are known. But here 
are some that can be disclosed: 
@ Long-range bombers are concentrated in two Cen- 
ters thousands of miles apart—the Kola Peninsula, 
facing Finland, and -the Siberian Peninsula, facing 
Alaska. In both areas, the Reds have built gigantic air 
bases, underground hangars, radar warning posts, ad- 
vance fighter bases and emergency fuel dumps. 
@ Secret launching sites for guided missiles and re- 
fueling stations for bombers have been established on 
tiny islands around Franz Josef Land, located high in 
the Arctic between Siberia and Greenland. A major 
airfield has been completed on Rudolph Island, less 
than 600 miles from the North Pole. 
@ Two Russian-manned ice islands now are floating 
only 150 miles from the North Pole. Officially, they 
are used for “scientific” studies and weather research. 
Actually, U.S. Intelligence knows that medium 
bombers have landed there, and that helicopters are 
based there. 
@ A chain of guided missile sites is under construc- 
tion farther south, across the top of Siberia, accord- 
ing to evidence gathered by U.S. Intelligence. These 
are designed to fire multi-stage rockets (range: 3,500 
miles) over the world’s snowy roof.

Do these Soviet accomplishments mean 
we are losing the race for Arctic suprem- 
acy? “We're moving into the Far North 
pretty late,” the Army's Chief of Engi- 
neers, Maj. Gen. S. D. Sturgis, told 
PARADE. “But we're learning faster than 
any other nation ever learned up there. 
The Commies don't have anything to com- 
pare with our base at Thule, in Green- 
land. They are simply not technically ca- 
pable of building that kind of base under 
those conditions.” 

In short, we are beating the Russians at 
their own game. Here are some of our 
accomplishments: 


Radar and Air Bases 


@ In Alaska, three Air Force bases and 
two Army bases have been expanded, new 
radar stations erected and a pipeline built 
from Haines to Fairbanks. 

@ In Canada, a network of air bases and 
outposts has been set up. Fourteen new 
radar stations complete the web from Ice- 
land to the tip of Alaska. 

@ In Greenland, coastal bases have been 
added to the 5,000-man base at Thule. A 


“floating” base has been éstablished on the 


Arctic ice pack. 

@ In Iceland, we have built a series of 
new radar stations and enlarged one big 
air base. 

The Arctic circle is dotted with other 
outposts—weather stations, radar posts, air 
Strips, supply depots—operated jointly by 
the U.S. and Canada. Some are top secret; 
others are known to the Reds. 

But the key to the Arctic no longer is 
construction, but supply. We can reach a 
few of our bases by supply ship in mid- 
summer months. The rest of the time we 
must use ski-equipped planes, parachute 
drops, snow-buggies and even dog teams. 
Yet not once has a single outpost been 
hamstrung by supply failure. 
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The US, must battle on twee Anciic frente: 
construction, supply and sheer human survival 


The biggest needs are fuel for heat and 
power and aviation gas for planes. At 
Thule, the harbor is relatively ice-free for 
six summer weeks. Activity is feverish: 
between mid-July and September 1, the 
Army rushes in 150,000 tons of dry cargo 
and 180,000 tons of fuel oil. The rest of 
the year, hundreds of planes bring in sup- 
plies. But other bases, farther north, must 
rely on parachute drops—adequate for 
radar and weather stations but not for 

One solution to the fuel problem may 
be the new portable atomic-power plant 
now under construction at Fort Belvoir, 
Va. Small enough to be packed in planes, 
it could provide enough electricity to 
turn motors and heat buildings—replacing 
thousands of tons of fuel oil that now costs 
the taxpayers $42 a barrel to deliver by 
air. 

Meanwhile, pipelines are being laid to 
bases south of the first-line outposts. But 


culties: lines carrying oil warm the frozen 
ground, sink until the pipe 
buckles. The Army’s Arctic labs are striv- 
ing to overcome this problem. 

There is a third factor in conquering the 
Arctic: the problem of sheer survival in a 
land that defies the natural law that night 


follows day. At Thule, 5,000 men live in - 


52 days of total darkness in winter, 112 
days of round-the-clock daylight in sum- 
mer. Bases closer to the Pole have even 
longer periods of continued night and end- 
less day. 

To find out what living in the polar 
region is like, PARADE talked via short 
wave (or Morse code when reception was 
bad) to radio operators at our northern- 
most bases. 

PARADE learned that the men manning 
our Arctic bases are in extra-good health. 
“I guess it’s just too cold for germs to 
survive,” suggested one radioman. Not 
long ago, a man at lonely Mould Bay out- 
post developed an infected tooth. His bud-

dies cranked up the radio set, contacted a 
dentist in Indiana and got instructions on 
how to extract the tooth and administer 


Although there 1s little sign of the Rus- 
a Red plane last spring. The island had 
floated too close to another base to be 
useful, and the U. S. planned to abandon 
it until it floated to a better position. But 
delays kept postponing their departure. 
Two days. before they left, a Soviet re- 
connatsance plane came by. Evidently the 
Reds thought the site had been abandoncd 
and wanted a look-see. Russians in the air 
and Americans on the ice eagerly took pic- 
tures of each other. 

PARADE’s Conversations with our men in 
the frozen North were filled with evidences 
of their efforts to fight off boredom and 
loneliness. Here are examples: 


Polar Bears and Shakespeare 


Al Crayden, Canadian naval station, 
Padloping Island: “We often go hunting 
with the natives. There are 30 here. A lot 


of the fellows have polar-bear skins. Some 


wanted to go hunting walrus on the ocean, 
but the natives wouldn't take them—too 
dangerous. They said, "Eskimo die, okay; 
white man die, police come.” 

Sam. McWhirter, Mould Bay: “It has 
been between 40 and 60 below. Most of 
the time we read. We have everything from 
Shakespeare to Little Orphan Annie.” 

In spite of hardships, the U.S. is win- 
ning its fight with human problems. But 
to keep pace with the Russians, there are 
two main.hurdies still to be surmounted: 

1) We need major bases closer to the 
North Pole so that, in case of trouble, our 
bombers can start the long hop as close to 
Russian targets as possible. . 

2) We need fighter and anti-aircraft 
defense farther north. As an Air Force 
major said: “As rockets and planes in- 
crease in speed, we must move our de- 
fenses close to the takeoff points, so we'll 
have maximum time to knock them down.” 

Each day, we are moving closer and 
Closer to those objectives. 2

Why Ursula Thiess is going back 


from Hollywood 
to Hamburg 


She’s off to fetch a little boy with blue eyes and a 


worried look—her son, Michael. . .BY LLOYD SHEARER 


HAMBURG, GERMANY. 
In a dreary two-room flat at 27 Hasel- 
brookstrasse, here, a pale, blond, blue- 
eyed 9-year-old waits anxiously for the 
arrival of two Hollywood stars: his moth- 
er; Ursula Thiess (see cover), and the 
stepfather he’s never met, Robert Taylor. 

The boy’s name is Michael Thiess. He 
is torn by many loves—the love of his 
grandmother, who's raised him since he 
was 14 days old; of his own beautiful 
mother, who’s worked all over the world 
to support him; of this city where he was 
born and reared, and of a new experience, 
going to America. 

“One minute,” Michael confided re- 
cently, “I think I must go to Hollywood 
with my Mutti (mother) and meet Hop- 
along Cassidy. Next minute I am thinking 
I will never leave Omi.” 

Omi is Wilhelmine Huth, 52, Ursula 
Thiess’ mother, a stout, long-faced Ger- 
man frau. She told me, “Last fall, when 
Ursula was first supposed to fly here and 
fetch the boy, Michael became so upset 
at the thought of leaving me that he almost 
suffered a nervous breakdown. 

“He has spent his whole life with me, 
and when my daughter arrives I will tell 
her the truth. I do not think that the 


child will go off to America without me.” 

The neighbors say that ever since her 
actress daughter married screen star Rob- 
ert Taylor in 1954, Frau Huth has been 
seething to get to Hollywood. 

“She is sure,” one told me, “that her 
Ursula lives in a palace made of gold.” 
But Frau Huth insists that she doesn't 
want to stay in America. “I merely want,” 
she explains, to “help Michelmann get ad- 
justed. You have no idea what a sensitive, 
artistic boy he is.” 

Michael displays a genuine flair for 
masquerading. He likes nothing better than 
to put on his mother’s old clothes and play 
actress or dancer. He is completely happy 
if people will listen to his funny German 
recitations. His favorite toys are two Hop- 
along Cassidy pistols sent to him by his 
mother shortly after she arrived in Holly- 
wood in 1951. 


Mother Was a Model 

The story behind that arrival is a typical 
rags-to-riches Hollywood saga. 

In 1950 Ursula Thiess was a 26-year- 
old German divorcee. with two small chil- 
dren to suipport. This she did by traveling 
up and down Western Germany, working 
as a photographer's model, a bit actress, 
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a minor stage player. Her foremost asset 
was her strikingly beautiful photogenic 
face, the features of which are patrician, 
soft and classic. 

One day Howard Hughes of RKO 
spotted a photo of her and cabled a screen- 
test offer. Ursula left the children with her 
mother and flew to Hollywood. 

There she earned relatively little money, 
but learned a lot, particularly of the Eng- 
lish language. She also met, at a dinner 
party, one Spangler Arlington Brugh — 
better known as Robert Taylor. Last sum 
mer Taylor, 43, took Ursula, 30, for his 
wedded wife in a ceremony held on a boat 
in Jackson Lake, Wyoming. It was the 
second marriage for both. 

The Taylors have just finished building 
a new $100,000 mansion overlooking the 
Pacific Palisades, and Ursula is expecting 
her third child this coming June. : 

“I am sure,” she told me in Hollywood 
a few weeks ago, “that I will have an easier 
time with this baby than I had with Man- 
uela and Michael. Both of them were born 
during World War II. And believe me, 
it was rough!” 

Just how rough Ursula Thiess declines 
to say. But here in Hamburg old friends 
and relatives, eager to establish their re- 
lationship with a rising screen star (Mon- 
soon, Bengal Brigade, The Americano) 
spare none of the details. 


Mother Did Farm Work 


“Ursula and I,” one told me, “pulled 
our Pflichtjahr together, and I know all 
about her.” Pflichtjahr is the German 
name for the year of compulsory farm 
service the Nazis compelled every German 
girl to take. “She was sent to the rich 
Junker country of Mecklenburg, which 
the Russians now occupy. 

“By the time she was finished she had 
grown into full and beautiful womanhood. 
She got a job in a stock company and 
when she was 17 she met George Thiess, 
a film director. She married him in 1942. 
But you must never mention his name in 
front of Ursula’s mother; it is strictly ver- 
boten. From the beginning the marriage 
was not very satisfactory. 

“In 1943, when the Allies were bomb- 
ing Hamburg into rubble, Ursula gave 
birth to her first child, a girl, Manuela. 
The baby was born in the Finkenau Clinic 
where Ursula herself had been born. 

“Probably you don’t know this,” my 
informant raced on, “but when Ursula was 
born, she had large, beautiful eyes. When 
she was a girl her hair was done up in 
braids. She was so pretty we used to call 
her ‘Snow White.” ” 

Following Manuela’s birth, mother and 
child were evacuated to the country north 
of Hamburg. In 1945 when Scottish troops 
pushed across the North German plain, 
they found Ursula on a village street. She . 
was pregnant with Michael. Two officers 
loaded her into a staff car and raced to the 
Finkenau Clinic—just in time. 

A year later Ursula divorced her hus- 
band. Thereafter, by working constantly, 
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she managed to scrape together enough 
money to support her daughter and son. 

In 1951 she got her “lucky break” and 
made it to Hollywood. She sent back to 
27 Haselbrookstrasse as much of her 


- salary as possible. Her first American film, 


Monsoon, was shot partly in India; en 
route back to California, Ursula stopped 
in Hamburg for a family reunion. 

Last January she sent a ticket for Man- 
uela to fly to Hollywood. Although she’s 
lived in California only 13 months, the 
| 1-year-old girl already ,speaks English 
almost as well as her mother. 

As for Robert Taylor, he is immensely 
proud of his stepdaughter, In the past year 
he has taken her fishing and flying, and 
only a few weeks ago Michael received a 
set of photos showing “Daddy” and “Dick- 
ilein” (Manuela) beaming over their 
catch. On the back of one photo, Ursula 
had written, “How nice it will be when 
you can join us fishing.” 

Michael, who only recently recovered 
from an emergency appendicitis operation, 
is not so sure that he will enjoy fishing, 
even in California. As he waits for his

mother, scheduled to arrive in Hamburg 
any day now, he is filled with nameless 
fears. 

“Do you think,” he asked me anxiously, 
“Robert Taylor will like me?” 

“Sure,” I said. “Any friend of Hopa- 
long Cassidy’s is a friend of Robert Tay- 
lor’s.”

‘Junior’ vs. ‘Second’ 


When do you use which name? Here are the rules 


One of the most frequent questions I 
receive concerns the use of “Junior” 
and “Second” in the naming of boy 
babies. 

Let me give you the rule. A boy 
named for his father is of course 
“Junior.” If the father himself is a 
“Junior” and the grandfather is living, 
then the new baby becomes “Second.” 
He also is “Second,” never “Junior,” if 
he is named for some other living male 
member of the family who has exactly 
the same name. If the person for whom 
he was named was so distinguished that 
the use of the child’s name without 
“Second” might cause confusion, he re- 
tains the “Second,” sometimes for life. 
Here are two questions on this subject: ~ 


Q. if my coming baby is a son we should 
like to name him for his grandfather. 
However, my husband had a brother who 
was named for his father, was therefore 
“Junior.” This brother is mentally ill and 
is institutionalized. Would it be proper 
for us under the circumstances to call the 


new baby ‘Junior’?” — Mrs. A.G.L., In- 
dianapolis, Ind. 


A. You could not possibly call the baby 
“Junior” for two reasons. One is that 
even though his uncle is in a mental 
institution he still retains his identity 
and you may not take it from him. Sec- 
ondly, “Junior” means “the son of” and 
your baby will not be the son of his 
grandfather, obviously. If he is a boy 
you may call him “Second,” naming him 
for his grandfather. 


Q. I say my husband can write his name 
“the Second” since his father's brother 
had the same name. He says he can’t. 
Who is right?—Mrs. W.B., Harrisburg, Pa. 


A. You are right but there is no point 
in it, if his uncle is no longer living and 
there is no possibility of confusion.

The First 


lwo Jima Flag 


Ten years later, it gets recognition 


Just 10 years ago, on February 23, 1945, men of the 
2nd Battalion, 28th Marines stormed ashore on 
Iwo Jima and raised the American flag as a symbol 
of Allied progress against the Japanese in the Western 
Pacific. The historic photo of that event, now 
immortalized as a statue in Washington (above), 
is known to most Americans. Few know the flag 
so honored was the second raised on Mt. Suribachi. 
Actually, Marines reached Suribachi’s summit and 
planted a small flag (top photo) at 10:20 a.m. Later 
a larger flag—8’ x 4’, as opposed to 54” x 28”—was 
brought up. News photographer Joe Rosenthal then 
arrived and caught a dramatic shot. But now, a decade 
later, PARADE publishes proof that he missed the 
really dramatic moment in the conquest of Iwo Jima.
